French Lose a Trench in

PARIS, March 13.—There was no in- 
fantry fighting last night in the region 
to the north of Verdun, according to the 
announcement by the War Office this 
afternoon. There has been, however, a 
continuance of the artillery activity 


alonz this front. The announcement 


says: 

“There was no infantry fighting last 
night in the region to the north of Ver- 
dun. he bombardmen: contirmued, how- 
ever, during the night at Bethincourt 
and in the vicinity of Douaumont as 
well as in the Woevre, in the sectors of 
Moulainville and Ronvaux, Our artillery 
showed great activity along this front. 

“In the wood of Le Pretre a detach- 
ment of our troops penetrated a trench 
of the enemy at a point near Croix des 
Carmes, along a front of about 20 
yards. The men cleaned up the saps 
and after having inflicted some losses 
on the enemy they returned to our lines 
with about twenty prisoners.”’ 

German troops, after a heavy artillery 
bombardment Saturday afternoon, at- 
tucked the French position on the east- 
ern front of the Verdun sector, and suc- 
ceeded in capturing. a sinall trench to the 
north of Eix.

Germans Have Taken 26,472 Prison- 
ers, 189 Guns Before Verdun. 
BERLIN, via London, March 13.—Since 
the present operations were begun in 
the Meuse region, 26,472 unwounded 
French officers and men have been 
taken prisoner and 189 guns and 232 ma- 
chine guns have been captured by the 
Germans, according to the official re- 

port of yesterday, which says: 

“In the region to the west of the 
Meuse the enemy endeavored to take 
our new positions by massed attacks, 
but they were not successful. The ene- 
my euffered heavy losses. 

“On the heights to the east of the 
river and on the Woevre plain the fight- 
ing activity was limited to mure or less 
violent artillery battles. 

“The figures given in the report cf 
eb, 29, regarding the number of pris- 
oners and the booty taken by us since 
the commencement of events in the 
region of the Meuse, have been in- 
creased in the meantime to 430 officers 
and 20,042 men unwounded, and 189 guns, 
including 41 heavy pieces and 232 ma- 
chine guns.” 

_Today’s statement by army headquar- 
ters says: 

“Western theater—The weather has 
been favorable for observation purposes 
and there has been very lively artillery 
activity on both sides over a great part 
of the front. The activity also ir- 
creased on both sides of the Meuse and 
as far as the Moselle.’’

NEW YORK, March 13.—An increase 
of more than $13,900,000 in the gross 
earnings of the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Co. last year over 1914 
is shown by the annual report of Pres- 
ident Theodore N. Vail, made public 
today.

MOVE 10 PREVENT: 
ENFORCEMENT Ot 
SEGREGATION LAW 


Two Petitions Filed in U. S. Dis- 
trict Court Asking for a Tem- 
porary Injunction. 


TAKEN UNDER ADVISEMENT 


No Particular Offense Cited; 
Ordinance Declared to Ee 
Unconstitutional. 


Two petitions for a temporary injunce-. 
tion against the enforcement of the ne- 
Gro segregation law, enacted by popu- 
lar vote under the initiative Feb. 29, 
and legally effective since last Fridav, 
were filed this morning in the United 
States District Court. 

In one petition the name of James J. 
Doyle, a white property owner in the 
neighborhood of Lawton and Compton 
avenues, appeared as plaintiff. The 
other petition bore the names of Albert 
Burgess, T. A. Curtis, W. C. Gordon 
and Thomas L. Gentry, negro property 
owners in the same neighborhood. Both 
suits were directed against the Mayor 
Chief of Police and Building Commis- 
sioner, and other officials charged with 
the enforcement of the segregation law, 
and George B. Webster appeared as at- 
torney in the Doyle case. 

The names of eight lawyers appeared 
as counsel for the negroes. They are 
Charles Nagel, Wells H. Blodgett, James 
A. Seddon, Joseph Wheless, Selden P. 
Spencer, Everett W. Pattison, Percy. 
Werner and W. L. Sturdevant. 

Map Not Yet Prepared. 

No active enforcement of the segre- 
gation law has yet been undertaken by 
the city officials. The ordinance re- 
quires the Building Commissioner to 
prepare maps showing the white blocks 
into which negroes must not move, and 
the negro blocks into which whites 
must not move, but this has not yet 
been done. It would be possible, under 
the ordinance, even without these 
maps, to begin a police court prosecu- 
tion, at any time, against any person 
who should move into a block where 
persons of the opposite race are in a 
three-fourths majority, but no such 
complaint has been made thus far. 

The petitions filed in the United 
States Court are not Dused on any 
specific case, but ask that the Court 
shall take action which will prevenc 
the law from being enforced, when a 
case shall arise. The reason alleged for 
this request is that the segregation law 
is in violation of the Constitution of the 
State of Missouri and of the United 
Etates Constitution. 

It is customary, in the United States 
District Court, to grant temporary in- 
junctions on application, and to set a 
time for a hearing on the questicn of a 
permanent injunction. Lawyers asking 
temporary injunctions usually hand the 
Court a prepared form for the proposed 
injunction, which the Judge usually 
signs after a casual inspection. But in 
this case, although such a prepared form 
was presented, Judge Dyer refused to 
sign it, and took the matter under ad- 
visement. 

Cites State Conatitution. 

The provision of the Missouri Consti- 
tution which is violated, it is alleged, is 
section 4 of article 2. This section, as 
quoted in the petition, states that “all 
constitutional governments are meant to 
promote the general welfare of the peo- 
ple. All persons have a natural right 
to life, liberty and the enjoyment of the 
gains of their own industry; to give se- 
curity in theserthings is the principal 
offiee of the Government; when the 
Government does not confer this se- 
curity, it fails in its chief design.’’ 

As to the United States Constitution, 
the petition alleges that the segregation 
law abridges the privileges and immuni- 


defined in the Constitution, and there- 
fore is in violation of that document. 

The petition, it was stated, was filed 
in the United States Court on the ad- 
vice of Isaac H. Lionberger, who held 
that the Federal tribunal had jurisdic- 
tion, and that one Federal Judge was 
qualified to issue the injunction. The 
Federal code requires three Judges to 
sit in cases involving the validity of cer- 
tain statutes. but Lionberger held this 
did not apply to the segregation law. 

The petitioners say the segregation 
law, if enforced, will destroy the rights 
and privileges of a certain class—the 
negroes—and will Ueprive property own- 
ers In certain districts of their property, 
in that it will narrow the field in which 
they can sell or rent it. The negro 
population, {t is stated, is about one- 
twelfth the entire population of St. 
Louis.

FIRE DESTROYS MILITARY 
POST AT MONTEREY, CAL. 


Blaze Starts After Troops Depart for 
Border—Water Mains Found 
to Be Cut. 

MONTEREY, Cal., March 13.—The 
headquarters building of the Monterey 
Presidio was destroyed by fire: early 
today, about six hours after being va- 
cated by troops of the cavalry who left 
for the Mexican border. 

Firemen attempting to extinguish the 
flames found that the water supply had 
been shut off at the source. 

An investigation was started immedi- 
ately. Monterey was the Spanish and 
Mexican capital of California and the 
Presidio occupies the site of the ancient 
military headquarters. The post consist- 
ed of old wooden barracks sufficient to 
accommodate a regiment. 

In the burned building, almost a to- 
tal loss, were located the postoffice, 
telegraph office, print shop and head- 
quarters. The only troops remaining 
here are the ambulance corps, field hos- 
pital and cook’s school.

CAVALRY FORCE “REPORTED 
ABOUT TO ENTER MEXICO

Troops Which It Is Said Will Cross Border at 
Once Are on Arizona Line Near San 
Bernardino, Mexico. 


EL PASO Tex., March 13.—In spite of 
all official denials, reports persisted here 
today that American cavalry on the Ari- 
zona State line had gathered for imme- 
diate crossing of the Mexican border, 
and might go across at any moment to- 
day. An advance guard of several cav- 
alry troops was collected on that border 
two days ago, with the prospect that it 
might be the first in Mexico. 

The point where the cavalry expedition 
is reported to be gathering to enter 
Mexico from the Arizona boundary is 
near San Bernardino, Mexico. 

Daylight reveaied the beginnings today 
of the expeditionary force which the 
United States Army is gathering 
along the border west of here for 
the pursuit of Francisco Villa. Six 
mountain guns unloaded. during the 
night were in readiness at Colum- 
bus, N. M., the scene of Villa’s raid, 
and the first armed camp to develop 
evidences that it has been selected 
as one of the starting points for a 
pursuit column. Fifty-seven carloads 
of battery mules and transport ani- 
mals also arrived in the night and 
Save evidence that more guns were 
coming. Eleven hundred men were 
in the Columbus camp this morning. 

Brigadier-General Pershing, command- 
er of the United States expeditionary 
forces, and Gen. Gabriel Gavira, com- 
manding the Carranza forces at Juarez, 
conferred in the Mexican consulate here 


today. 
‘IT have nothing to say except that the 


meeting was entirely satisfactory,’’ said 
Gen. Pershing. 

“If there is anything to give out it 
must come from Gen. Pershing,” was 
the comment of Mexican Consul Garcia, 
the third person in the conference, 
which lasted a half an hour. 

It was the first time the two com- 
manders had met. 

Along 200 miles of the border west of 
here troop trains were reported pass- 
ing various points during the night, 
the result of orders released Friday 
by the War Department. What points 
except Columbus might be used to as- 
gemble pursuit columns was not definite- 
ly developed, but considerable activity 
was noted on the Arizona border near 
Nogales and also near a small Mexican 
settlement called San Bernardino. In 
that region several troops of cavalry 
were reported in readiness for action. 

No Disquieting Activity. 

Nogales reported that a few cannon 
had been discovered in the Mexican hills 
facing the American bouncary near 
there, but elsewhere along the 
line where the American troops 
were gathering no signs of disquieting 
activity along the Mexican side were 
reported.

“We Resent Coming of 
U.S. Troops,” Says Consul 
of Carranza at El) Paso

EL PASO, Tex., March 13.—The 
Carranzistas will not join the 
American expedition in running 
down Villa unless so ordered by 
Venustiano Carranza, and Carran- 
za has issued no such instruction. 
Gen. Gavira, commandant at Jua- 
rez, says: 

“We do not look for any orders 
of that nature, but if they come, 
we will obey as good soldiers 
should,”’ said the General. 

Andreas Garcia, the Carranza 
Consul, and other followers of the 
de facto Pregident who were pres- 
ent, affirmed Gavira’s statement. 

“We resent the coming of Amer- 
ican troops into Mexico,’’ said Ga- 
vira. ‘“‘We do not believe it is 
necessary. We believe we can 
catch Villa. We do not doubt the 
good faith of the United States and 
President Wilson, but the coming 
of American troops may result in 
trouble. We won't resist, but 
neither will we assist unless Car- 
ranzga orders us to. We don’t like 
this occupation.’’

The 
head of the de facto Government, they 
pointed out, was in a delicate political 
position, forced to satisfy conflicting 
elements among his own adherents in 
whatever course he pursues. It was ad- 
mitted, however, that if Carranza en- 
forced the sentiments expressed in his 
manifesto the pursuit ‘of Villa might be 
hampered seriously. 

Discussion of the possible attitude «f 
Carranza or of the great mass of the 
Mexican people is academic so far as 
War Department officials are con 
cerned. That phase of the situation 
rests wholly with the President: and 
State Department.

Reinforcements Sent to Funston.

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QUICK ACTION ON 
DEFENSE PROGRAM 


Senator Endorses Pursuit of 


Villa, but Is Apprehensive 
of Contingencies. 


“NO TIME TO , WASTE” 


Says Sparks Are Flying Over 
Continent, None Can Tell 
Where They Wil Land. 


WASHINGTON, March 13.—Senator 
Borah, in the Senate today, gave Presi- 
dent Wilson's determination to send 
troops across the border to capture out- 
laws his full indorsement, but declared 
it would be the height of folly for Con- 
gress to press preparations for war 
when no one could tell what the present 
military action might lead to. All Cen- 
tral America, he said, was apprehensive 
over the movement of American troops 
south of the Rio Grande, no matter 
what the motive might be. 

“Sparks of dissension are constantly 
flying from Europe over this hemi- 
sphere,”’ Senator Ssorah declared. “‘No 
man knows one day what emetgéncy the 
country may have to face the next. This 
defense program cannot be shaped in 4 
week. It may take months to formulate 
the plans for national defense urged by 
the President. 

Error on Either Side. 

“Judging from the present condition 
of this legislation, one or two things 
must be true. Either the President is 
sadly in error as to the requirements of 
the situation which confronts us, or Con- 
gress is sadly in error in itS failure to 
respond more quickly to the President’s 
request. 

“Certainly nothing can be less unfor- 
tunate at such a time as this for Con- 
gress and the executive to disagree over 
this important issue. 

‘“T do not disapprove of the action the 
President has taken in pursuing into 
Mexico those who invaded the United 
States and murdered our citizens. Inso- 
far as that expedition is confined to pur- 
suit of a fugitive band of murderers, I 
believe the President not only did right, 
but acted within his constitutional 
rights. I do not mean to leave even an 
inference of criticism of the President’s 
course. 

Keen for Action. 

‘“T have been so anxious to see some 
vigorous action with reference to the 
protection of American rights that I 
would even be willing to compromise 
with constitutional questions if they 
were involved. 

“Yet no man knows the consequences 
which might follow from our entering 
Mexico even for the purpose set forth by 
the President. The probabilities that 
may arise fram the fact that we have 
invaded Mexico are many. 

“The difficulty is that we have started 
a train over which we cannot exercise 
control and we are underta solemn cbli- 
gation to meet any condition that may 
arise. 

‘When you take into consideration the 
fact that all Central America is interest- 
ed and that all Central America is un- 
easy when she sees the power of Ameri- 
ca moving in her direction, no matter 
what the purpose may be, you must con- 
clude that Central America will not look 
upon our course in a friendly way.

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“COW” MEN AND 
MINERS 10 SCOUT. 
FOR EXPEDITION 


They Will Guide U. S. Troops 
Across Plains and Through 
Mountains in Mexico. 


RUSH OF PREPARATIONS 
Infantry Sent Westward From El 
Paso to Relieve Calvary 
on Patrol Duty.

A Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch, 

EL PASO, Tex., March 13.—The United 
States army is supplying itself with 
scouts, and persons familiar with the 
northern part of Mexico are flocking 
to the colors. Long, lean, rangy cow 
people throng headquarters at Fort 
Bliss and as fast as they are examined, 
qualified and sworn in they receive 
their instructions. These men will show 
the army the way across the plairfs and 
mountains, which are already weil 
known to Villa and his men. 

Fortunately theré are here many men 
who have ranged the northern part cf 
Mexico. Some of them are owners of 
cattle ranches, others have worked as 
cowboys there, others are mining men, 
Many persons who have been driven 
out and who have deep grudges against 
Villa are joining as scouts. They are 
going back as they always wanted to 
z0, with an American army. 

Preparations Being Pushed. 

In all camps and posts, preparations 
for the movement of troops into Mexico 
was pushed with all possible speed. At 
Fort Bliss vesterday infantry was being 
hurried west along the line of the El 
Paso Southwestern to take the place of 
cavalry, which will soon go southward. 
While no statement will be made about 
troops movements at headquarters, it ts 
known that infantry is taking the plac¢ 
of the Thirteenth Cavairy, which ay 
concentrating at Columbus. This seems 
to indicate that one column will enter 
there, 

The clothing of the troops 
changed. They are now dressed in thx 
heavier winter garb, but in Mexi@o they 
will wear khaki which is lighter and 
cooler. Horses are being shod, ard 
careful oficers are taking four extra 
shoes for each of the two horses he 
will have on the expedition. 

Rations which are being hurried from 
the North and F&st are arriving, but the 
troops to the west of here are not yet 
supplied for the campaign. Extra freight 
trains are running with the troop trains, 
taxing the facilities of the roads. As the 
troop trains drew out of the depot, 
which is in the middle of the town, 
townspeople lined the tracks on voth 
sides and gave cheer after cheer.. It was 
a very stirring and patriotic scene and 
filled with the spirit of war. 

The secrecy which surrounds the ex- 
pedition, under Gen. Funston’s instruc- 
tions, leaves everybody in the dark as 
to the probable day of departure and it 
is doubtful if the army leaders them- 
selves know. The entrance will be made 
when the troops are ready and in posi- 
tion. 

Regulations for Correspondents, 

Correspondents learned today that a 
series of regulations, issued by the War 
Department, will be enforced during the 
expedition. They provide for a censor 
with absolute powers. These regulations 
prevent any correspondent not employed 
by a paper or news association from go- 
ing. Feature and story writers are 
barred. The correspondent’s employer 
must give bond for his good behavior. 
No press photographs will be allowed, 
but the correspondents may carry cam- 
eras, and an official photographer will 
mike pictures. 

The censor is to be an officer with 
newspaper experience. Every word sent 
by mail or telegraph must be submitted 
to him and he may cut out what he 
wishes, or have what he wishes rewrit- 
ten, without explaining why to the cor- 
respondent. The correspondent also must 
take the oath of’ loyalty and abide by 
the rules. Correspondents must wear 
an olive-drab uniform, distinguished 
from officers by a white band on his left 
arm with a letter C. A correspondent 
may not leave the army for any pur- 
pose, except by permission of the War 
Lepartment.

Dyer, it is 
pointed out, had no power to accept the 
offer any more than any other citizen 
would have. 

O'Meara was indignant at Donnelly’s 
action, when he learned of it Saturday, 
and gave out a statement fin which he 
characterized it as “impudent,” ““unmili- 
tary” and “an outragerous breach of 
discipline.” He declared the only way 
any part of the guard could be offered 
for service is through the Governor, who 
is commander in chief. 

Officials close to OMeara and Gov. Ma- 
jor say that Donnelly’s move is looked 
upon as one intended to make political 
capital for the Republican party .in St, 
Louis and point out that Donnelly, a Re- 
publican politician, made the offer of the 
First Regiment through Dye, a Repub- 
‘can Congressman, thus ignoring his su- 
perior officers in the national guard. 
They say that this is another reason 
why Dorhelly will not be reprimanded, 
as such action might also be looked upon 
as political revenge.

AT VAUX CALLED 


RECORD FOR WAR} 


Eeench Say Columns, Four Deep, | 


Melted Beneath Rain of 
Heavy Shell Fire. 


HUMAN PYRAMIDS TUMBLE 


Teutons, Climbing Steep Spur, 
Swept Away; Fierce Fighting 
at Fort and in Town. 


PARIS. March 13.—The German iosses 
in the fighting around Fort Vaux F'ri- 
day and Saturday surpass all previo. 
records in this war, according to officers 
who have returned <rom Verdun 
‘Time and time again, and with 
extraordinary courage, the Germans in 
columns four deep rushed from their 
trenches, only to melt away under the 
fire of the French 7%, 159 and 210 milll- 
meter guns, which rained shells with 
deadly accuracy into the marching 
companies. When the smoke and dust 
cleared, nothing was to be seen but 
heaps of bodies. 

Fort on Nearly Perpendicular Spur. 

The spur on which the fort is sit- 
uated is almost perpendicular in certain 
places. The German lines wers forced to 
halt, but many Bavarian reservists 
climbed up on one another's shoulders 
and struggled up the slope, clinging to 


_angles of rock and grasping tufts of 


grass. Again and again these human 
pyramids collapsed into shapeless gray 
masses. In the places where the in- 
cline was easier and the attacks there- 
fore more conecentrated,:the ditches be- 
low ran red. At the lowest estimate, 
the attackers lost two-thirds of their 
effectives. 

The fighting also was desperate in the 
extreme when regiments from the Fif- 
teenth and WFighteenth German army 
corps attacked the village of Vaux on 
Friday. Dawn was just breaking and 
over the country hung a heavy white 
mist, making everything invisible be- 
yond a hundred vards. This enabled the 
Germans to get within rushing distance 
of the French front trenches. Although 
they outnumbered the defenders six to 
one, it took four distinct assaults before 
the first column of Germans won the 
shelter of a small group of houses be- 
‘yond the church of Vaux. They then 
organized an assault on the church and 
the French, being unable to bring up 
reinforcements on account of the Ger- 
man curtain of fire, withdrew their ad- 
vanced elements which were?in danger 
of being surrounded. 

f(iermans Beaten Back Five Times. 

Five times the North Prussian regi- 
ments rushed to attack the church, but 
every time they left the shelter of the 
ruined houses they were beaten back bv 
the fire from machine guns and the 
Shrapnel from the French 58-millimeter 
mountain guns. 

In the meantime in their rear a curtain 
of fire was kept up by the French 75s 
and 210s so that it was impossible for 
munitions and reinforcements to be 
brought up for their benefit and the fight 
died down from sheer exhaustion.

A statement ouflining Portugal’s posi- 
tion, issued by Viscount de Alte, the 
Portuguese Minister reads itn part as 
follows: 

“Portugal's alliance with 
withstood unbroken the 
vears: 

‘The first treaty of alliance between 
the two countries was concluded June 
lo, 1373, by Ferdinand of Portugal and 
Edward lll of England. Subsequent 
treaties have affirmed the alliance and 
defined its scope. It rests on a secure 
and permanent foundation. The foreign 
policies and the interests of the countries* 
have almost invariably proved to be 
idential and the ideals ef their peupls 
have never clashed. 

Desires No Territory. 

“Like Belgium, Portugal desires noth 
ing that belongs to any other nation: 
she has nothing to gain ahd much ts 
lose in the present conflict. But she is 
ready, notwithstanding, to aid England 
to the full extent of her resources be- 
cause the treaties in force compel her 
te do so and because her people firmly 
'elieve that international good faith aa 
evidenced by the fulfillment of treaty 
vbligations which is the principle for 
“which Great Britain is fighting provides 
the only basis on which intercourse be- 
tween civilized nationg can securely 
stand.

Relying on accomplished facts and re- 
vealed tendencies, thinking Americans 
have concluded that the great combat 
is between autocratic government and 
constitutional government, between rule 
by persons and classes commissioned by 
God or some church, and rule by per- 
sons elected by the people to be gov- 
erned between political systems which 
exercise a strong centralized authority 
over the individual and systems which 
leave the individual as free .as possible. 

Russia has an autocratic government 
and a Divine Right Czar, but ts tied to 
France by an “understandinge’’ which 
she honorably observes. Japan is an 
empire with an imperfectly executed 
constitution adapted:from that of Ger- 
many, but is tied to Great Britain by a 
treaty which she entered into before the 
present war. 

In such a combat the sympathies and 
interests of all America—North, Central 
and South—are necessarily on the side 
of freedom. 

Again, as a plain matter of fact, the 
central monarchies have been success- 
ful invaders or aggressors in the West, 


East and Southeast of Europe, and have 
from the start been seeking increase of 
territory or trade, or both, by conques- 
tion. 


Calls Allegations Absurd. 
The actual events during the war 


have made absurd all the allegations vf 
Germany and Austria-Hungary thet 
they entered on the war for defensive 
purposes, or under-fear of invasion eith- 
er insidious or open. In the prosecu- 
tion of their intensely aggressive war- 
fare they have disregarded pre-existing 
conventions for the mitigation of war 
and proved themselves more destructive 
and oppressive conquerors than Europe 
has known since the Turks conquered 
Southeastern Europe. 

Their armies have had the use of 
more effective instruments of destruc- 
tion than any previous armies have pos- 
sessed, and their doctrine of “military 
necessity”’ justifies in their view break- 
ing, the seizing of hostages, the whole- 
sale killing of hostages and other non- 
combatants, the destruction of churches, 
libraries and other treasures and monu- 
ments of civilization, the exactions of 
huge ransoms and fines, and the execu- 
tion of women for aiding the enemy. 
Even the Turks preserved St. Sophia. 

The treatment of Belgium, Poland and 
Servia: the reaction of these population 
and the present sufferings of those 
countries demonstrate beyond a doubt 
the extreme barbarity and frightfulness 
of Germany and Austro-Hungarian war- 
fare. Their aerial and submarine war- 
fare leads all free observers to the same 
judgment. Their methods of conducting 
war have outraged not only their vic- 
tims, but the neutral nations also. 

No such simple and unquestionable 
statement can be made about the desires 
of the several belligerents at the settle- 
ment when the war is over, because 
those desires are various in kind and 
some of them are not yet frankly stated. 


Certain Desires Plain. 
Nevertheless, certain desires have been 


made plain. Germany will claim more 
territory, and particularly more ports 
and mines of coal and ores, a wide «on- 
trol of Europe, and a large influence in 
the world through her invincible army, 
and an increased navy. Austria-Hun- 
gary desires more territory and ports. 
In disregard of a solemn treaty, she 
earlier ‘annexed Herzegovina and Bos- 
nia, and now she wants to possess Ser- 
via, Montenegro and Albania by right of 
conquest. Russia desires free access to 
the Mediterranean from the Black Sea, 
tossession of Constantinople, and the es- 
tablishment of an independent Balkan 
state or states with Russian sympa- 
thies. 

Great Britain proposes to confirm and 
strengthen that unity of the empire 
which the war has demonstrated so 
strikingly, and for the first time, anda 
to make sure of the freedom of the seas 
for herself and her dominions and de- 
pendencies under all circumstances. 

To these ends she will wish to prevent 
Germany from acquiring anything more 
than a commercial or investment inter- 
est in the land route to India, and from 
resuming her colonies, 

France will insist that Alsace-lLorrnine 
be restored to her, and that an indem- 
nity be paid her for the destruction 
Germany has wrought in Northern 
France. ; 

Italy will claim all the Italian 
provinces which Austria-Hungary stil} 
held on Aug. 1, 1914 Great Britain. 
France, Russia and Italy will surely de- 
mand securities against another period 
of competitive armament followed by an- 
ether general war. To this end they 
will insist that the central monarchies 
must gain nothing hy their going to 
war in 1914, but, on the contrary, must 
lose something besides wiping out of 
their accumulated capital, as a lesson on 
the probable results of war making in 
the modern world. 

Where t« U. S&S, Common Interests? 

Which of these desires do the Ameri- 
can people sympathize with and Ap- 
prove? In which of them have they a 
cominon interest? Which of them is in- 
consistent with American ideals of free. 
dom and brotherhood? The answers to 
these questions are plain. The actual 
events of the past 19 months have made 
them so. All genuine Ame ricans, native 
or foreign born, will answer them alike

If these are the opinions and judg- 
ments of the great majority of the 
American people on the conduct of the 
war and its rightful results, have the 
people any corresponding interests to 
waintain or duties to perform? In view 
of the unprecedented horrors and de- 
structions of the present war. it is un- 
doubtedly the interest of the Americans 
to protect themselves at all costs from 
invasion by»Germany, supported by any 
, possible allies, even if the risk be very 
small and the price of the insurance 
high. 

Most Advantageous Method. 

The promptest, surest and most advan- 
tageous method of accomplishing that 
result is entrance by the United States 
into a permanent offensive and defensive 
alliance with Great. Britain and France 
to maintain the freedom of the seas for 
these allies under all circumstances and 
tw oppose an attack by sea on any one of 
them. To this new alliance other na- 
tions, present and belligerent or present 
neutrals, might be welcomed, but they 
would not be necessary to its success. 
Germany, Austria-Hungary and Turkey 
would not be admissible because ‘hey so 
easily absolve themselves from keeping 
their word. 

In favor of this alliance the following 
considerations are pertinent: 

1. War between the United States and 
either Great Britain or France need no 
longer te thought of as possible. 

°. These three nations are of one mind 
as regards religious toleration, the value 
of force and stable political institutions, 
and the physical and spiritual elements 
of true national greatness. 

3. The interests of the United States, 
Great Britain and France are identical 
itr respect to that freedom of the seas 
which would secure free exchange of 
commodities to all nations in time of 
peace and to the three allied nations in 
times of war. 

Insurance Against Invasion. 

4. The insurance against’ invasion 
which this alliance would provide for the 
United States would be adequate, for 
there is no sea Power which would carry 
en army of even 100,000 men across either 
the Atlantic or the Pacific if opposed by 
the combined navies of Great Britain. 
France and the United States. 

o. The alliance would be effective not 
only for its immediate object but for the 
discouragement of war making through- 
out the world. It would possess abun- 
dant and well-distributed ports naval 
siations, dock yards, mines of coal and 
cres, oil wells, munition factories, food 
and clothing supplies, and high industri- 
al and financial capacity, although it 
would be strengthened in important re- 
spects by the accession of Brazil, Ar- 
gentina and Chile. 

§. Such an alliance would be able two 
give some support, though not securitr, 
to the European maritime naticns 
which are exposed to land attacks by 
Germany and Austria-Hungary, nam 
ly, France, Belgium, Holland. Den- 
mark, Sweden, Norway and Greece, anid 
thereby to make attack on then le's 
ettractive, or more costly, and there- 
fore less probable. 

‘. It would probably reduce the pro- 
gressive increase of the heavy bur’en 
Great Britain now carries alone in or- 
ager to Keep control of the séas in tine 
of war and the co-operation of the 
American navy would make this reduc 
tion safe. 

8. It would dispose of all doubts and 
questions about the execution of the 
Monroe Doctrine.

Threatens Rest of Europe. 

All persons who observe and reflect 
can. now perceive that the immense 
military power of Germany, Austria- 
Hungary and Turkey skillfully com- 
bined, scientifically directed by Prussia, 
and ruthlessly used, threatens the pub- 
lic Vherties of the rest of Kurope—and, 
indeed, of all the world. 

Under analogous circumstances, in pri- 
vate life and brave and generous men 
who felt under serious obligations to a 
neighbor would go to that neighbor's 
help tf he saw him in dire distress: and 
thé more acute the distress and the 
greater the ris* run in bringing help, the 
gurer it would be. The brave debtor 
would take the risk and relieve the 
neighbor before it was too late.

London Court Concurs in Judg- 
ment Delivered by Master 
in Case. 


” 

LONDON, March 18.—The Court of 
Appeals has allowed the appeal in 
the Slingsby legitimacy suit. 


The case hinges on whether an 
infant born in San Francisco and de- 
clared to be the lawful! son of Charles 
R. Slingsby and his wife, Dorothy. 


should imherit the exténsive Slingsby 


estate in England. A California court 
said that the child was the legitimate 
heir and a court in England upheld 
that decision. The appeal was argued 
in January and February of this 
year, 

The effect of the judgment rendered 
today is that the child in question is 
declared to be illegitimate, thus losing 
his claim to the Slingsby estate in 
Yorkshire valued at about $500,000. No 
offieial announcement has been made 
regarding what further steps will be 
taken, but it is believed the case will 
now be carried to the House of Lords. 
where an appeal will be made against 
the judgment returned today. 

The three Appeais Court Judges who 
allowed the appeal, which ‘was in be- 
half of the Slingsby brothers, had the 
subject under consideration for’ five 
weeks. 

Master's Judgment in Casc. 

In delivering the judgment the master 
of the rolls said it was impossible to 
overrate the importance of the adver- 
tisement said to have been written by 
Mrs. Slingsby and inserted in a San 
Francisco newspaper within a few days 
of the time a child was born to her. 
The advertisement called for a new born 
male infant. 

Furthermore, the master said, it was 
impossible to doubt that Mrs. Slingsby 
called at the associated «harities in San 
Francisco and made application to adopt 
a child. The master was unable to make 
himself believe that a woman expectint 
to give birth to a child would take a 
course which he said was repugnant to 
all one knew of the maternal instinct. 
He held there should a.-declaration 
that the child was not the legitimate 
heir. 

Judge Warrington, 
opinion of the master, declarea Mrs. 
Slingsby was condemned as a woman 
who had lied upon the most important 
matter the advertisement. and had 
supported her lie with perjury. He ex- 
pressed it as his opinion that the boy, 
Teddy, was the child of Lillian Ander- 
son.

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CARRANZA’S FOLLY. 

Refusing to permit United States troops to en- 
ter Mexican territory in pursuit of Villa without 
reciprocal permission for Mexican troops to enter 
United States territory, Carranza charges that if 
Mexico is dragged into war the responsibility will 
rest with the Mexican traitors in and out of Mex- 
ico who have labored for intervention. 

Carranza’s reasoning is bad. It is true that the 
invasion of Mexico for the punishment of Villa 
was brought about by Villa and other enemies of 
Carranza. But the Carranza Government alone can 
bring about intervention. If, instead of consenting 
to and co-operating with the American expedition 
against Villa, the Carranza Government opposes 
it and persists in viewing it as a hostile act 
against Mexico, intervention will become neces- 
sary.

According to the Frankfurter Zeitung, vast 
quantities of tulip bulbs are sent across the Dutch 
border- into Germany, where they are being used. 
not for ornament, but for food. 
The paper states that these bulbs were used for 
food purposes 400 years ago, and mentions an 
Antwerp kitchen, in 1575, where they were treat- 
ei as a kind of onion. Even the botanist, Clausi- 
us. used to advise them for table use. The ryori- 
vuri of the Japanese was to all purposes the same 
thing, only the Japanese variety was a hybrid 
with a lily (the tiger lily). 
The bulb of the tulip contains starch, glucose 
and dextrine, and “when cooked with sugar igs 
very palatable,” says the paper. 
It may seem dreadful to eat these beauties. but 
as they are another relief from the English starva- 
tion plan, they ought to be acceptable, more espe- 
cially as their intrinsic food value is so consider- 
able, and their proper preparation makes them a 
pleasant addition to any table.

He wrapped it in his handkerchief and 
sprang forward again, crying: ‘Forward!’ 
A second bullet cut the word short 
in his mouth. As he fell to the ground 
another officer leaped automatically for- 
ward to take his place. He had only 
gone a few vards, when a bullet pierced 
his throat. The enemy, with very su- 
'nerior forces to ours, including an en- 
tire new brigade, swept down upon us. 
From the evening to the morning our 
two battalions had suffered under a 
most murderous fire. The enemy was 
endeavoring to turn both our flanks and 
we fought with all our strength against 
this encireling movement. About 3:3(

Ring Tightened, Forcing Retreat. 

The ring was tightening itself around 
The Germans had even brought up 
a big gun which was bombarding the 
very heart of our position.

“Col. Driant was stationed in the front 
line, which he had ‘not left since the 
opening of the attack. Energetically, 
but calmly, he declared to us: ‘In a few 
more minutes it will be necessary to die 
or to be taken prisoner.’ He waited a 
little while and added: ‘I would prefei 
to die.” The tears flowed down his 
cheeks and we all wept. The most hard- 
ened of our chausseurs present at this 
ecene were overwhelmed by emotion. 
Commandant Renouard assured himself 
that there was nothing more in the shel- 
ter which could be of any advantage to 
the enemy. All our archives and our 
rians had been burned on the 2ist and 
the order to retreat was given. 

“Capt. Renouard said: ‘At least, let 
"us try to save some of these brave fel- 
'OWS, 

“*Ah, well, let us save all we can,’ 
replied Capt. Hamel. ‘It will be so 
many more chasseurs who will be able 
to fight again tomorrow.’ 

“Col. Driant then took each of his 
two battalion chiefs by the arm, ani 
all three held a council of war.

“Our retreat commenced protected on 
fthe flank by a detachmat of chasseurs.

After the 
bombardment had temporarily § slack- 
ened, Col. Driant made the chasseur 
leave first, crying to him, ‘Good-by and 
good luck.’ He remained until he wes 
certain that none of his men was lert 
in the wood, and has not been seen 
since.

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Correspondent Says German Losses nt 
Verdun Are Not Heavy. 

METZ, March 7, via Berlin and Lon- 
don, March il.—Judging from close ob 
servation of the fields of the recent. bat- 
tles on the Verdun front, the Associated 
Press correspondent sees no reason to 
question the declarations of officers from 
German. headquarters that the German 
losses, particularly in storming Fort 
Douaumont, were by no means high. 

Graves of soldiers usually furnish 
fairly accurate indication of the extent 
of casualties. 

In the advance across the Woevre 
Plain toward the foothills of the fort- 
ress, the losses seem to have been al- 
most insignificant. Very few graves, 
either French or German, were seen 
around the points over which the Ger- 
mans swept in pursuit of the retreating 
French.

It is said that the company refused 
to accept the check, contending that 
the 31 days of grace allowed for the 
payment of premiums had expired. The 
only condition upon which the company 
would consent to accept the check was 
upon the presentation that Preetorius 
was in perfect health. His health, at 
that time, was broken, and it is alleged 
that he was unable to meet the require- 
ments of the company. 

Preetorius borrowed $2665 on the pol- 
icy Nov. 1, 1914, and the suit is for the 
collection of the balance.
